Solon Advocates 
Spending Part Of 
‘Rainy Day Fund’ 


Use of part of a state reserve 
jor ‘rainy day” fund amounting 
to more than $30,000,000 before 
fwaising taxes was advocated last 
Thursday by Senator James E. 
Cunningham in a talk before the 
Chaffey Community Republican 
Women’s club at the. home of 
Mrs. Leland Davidson, 2430 San 
Antgnio Crescent west. 

“Too many people with pet 
projects get ideas about the use 
of that fund.. They bring con- 
stant pressure to use this money. 
I believe in keeping a reserve 
fund for disasters such as earth- 
quakes, atomic attack or floods 
but I also believe that the tax- 
payers today, who have created 
the fund, are entitled to some of 





aged doors. 

But a tale hung on those doors 
when they were hanging. 

About 40 years ago an Upland 


plasterer, Henry Murkins, no- 
ticed Chinese writing on. the 
doors. The Chinese owners of 


the winery at that time were non- 
Committal concerning the mean- 
ing of the characters, 

Thirty years ago Henry plas- 
tered the exterior of’ the big 
winery structure and checked on 
the smaller building during his 
work. The Chinese characters 
were still on the doors but his 
curiosity remained unsated. Hen- 
ry had never bothered in his 
youth to study any of the Oriental 
languages. 

When Mr. and Mrs. H. H. 
Thomas purchased the vineyards 
and winery shortly after World 
War I, Henry was called in on 
a plastering job. 

New doors had been hung in 
the small building but Henry dis- 
covered the old doors stored in 
an upstairs room. He showed 
Mrs. Thomas the Chinese charac- 
ters, which promptly excited her 
curiosity. 

She wanted a translation and 
queried Henry as to a possible 
translator. He. remembered an 
acquaintance, Rev. W. D. Lyon, 
Claremont, who spent 30 years 
in China as a missionary. 

Rev. Lyon. was happy to assist 
and was able to provide a full 
translation. 

It seems that the Chinese own- 
ers of the winery and vineyard 
used the smaller building as liv- 
ing quarters and were having a 
bit of trouble with the Devil. 

The Chinese writing explained 
to what lengths they were going 
to Keep the Devil out of their 
hair—and also their home.. 

Things apparently continued 
for the worse requiring greater 
preventative effort on the part 
of the Chinese. As a step in their 
anti-Devil campaign, according 
to their religious beliefs, they 
planted a tree which was sup- 


posed ‘to be big medicine in 
blocking out the Devil. 
The results were nil, accord- 


ing to the Chinese writing. The 
Devil encircled the tree and en- 
tered their domain as_ before. 
They took the next step and 
planted. another tree. This evi- 
dently brought temporary respite 


‘but..soon: the Devil had circum- 


vented this new obstruction. 

The: tree .planting continued 
but ‘the net’ result was never 
disclosed.. The plagued : Chinese 
either :sold the property, moved 
or died. Or ‘perhaps ‘the’ Deyil 
found others to. trouble wha were: 
less “persistent --in- ridding *them-: 
selves of. his’ attention. . 

The outcome of the anti-Devil 
crusade, according to the. trans- 
lator, is the group of large syca- 
more trees standing south of the 
small building. Others near. the 
building may have been planted 
during the crusade? the transla- 
tor said. 

Whether the Chinese vyinters 
ridded themselves of the Devil 
will never be known but beauti- 
ful trees stand today as a result 
of this crusade. 

Come to ‘think of it, this is.a 
strange paradox. Getting beauti- 
ful trees from the evil influence 
of the Devil. 

When this reporter heard the 
yarn, several years ago, he im- 
mediately loaded Henry in the 
car and hurried to Thomas 
Vineyards. But the doors had 
disappeared. Without a _ picture 
the story didn’t carry the right 
amount of punch. 

R. H. Thomas, who managed 
the company for several years 
during World War II, and: Mrs. 
Thomas, remembered the Chi- 
nese writing and the translation 
by Dr. Lyon. They couldn’t re- 
member what had happened to 
the doors. 

The Thomas family can thank 
the Devil for some nice summer 
shade because those sycamores 
are really king size today.

Opening of Crossing at Santa Fe 
And Second Avenue 

Recognizing that finally the opportunity has come, Up- 
tend city councilmen tost no time in having engineering 
plans prepared for connecting North and South Second ave- 
nue by a grade crossing at the Santa Fe right-of-way. 

Seeing this improvement realized within a short time is 
the hope of many hundreds of people throughout the com- 
munity. Members of the city council are among the leaders 
in wanting to see the “dead end” removed from Upland’s 
Principal business artery. Full responsibility in realization 
of this improvement rests with the councilmen. Designated 
spokesmen for the Santa Fe railway system have expressed 
the assurance the proposed improvement will not be opposed. 
A senior traffic engineer for the Public Utilities commission 
has also informally assured the city officials and others the 
proposed Second avenue. grade crossing will be a marked 
improvement. 

The one “major condition” to realization of the improve- 
ment is the closing of the Sultana crossing with opening of the 
Second avenue crossing. Responsibility for this also rests 
with the councilmen, and they are well aware of that. 

The councilmen’s action Thursday night, therefore, in au- 
thorizing preparation of preliminary engineering plans marks 
the opening of a new era for the community and a further 
development of the downtown business center. 

And surely everyone can recognize the value to automo- 
bile drivers in having a new, modern, well-protec'ed crossing 
over the Santa Fe instead of the dangerous, blind crossing 
now at Sultana avenue, 

All of us are deeply appreciative of the fine spirit shown 
by the Santa Fe officials, who were here for a conference 10 
days ago. For at least 25 years, many people have sought 
to get the Second avenue grade crossing realized, but for 
various reasons the efforts were. futile, 

Apparently conditions have changed. In any event, the 
current effort is now scheduled for accomplishment. 


We look to the city councilmen to bring this improvement 
to realization at the earliest Possible date. 


Upper- Colorado River Projects 
Should Be Watched Closely 


Proposed projects on the “Upper Colorado River”, 
removed from us by many hundreds of miles but not so in 
direct effect to us here in this area. 


If the proposed Upper Colorado river basin project and the 
Fryingpan Arkansas Project are approved by Congress, the 
power output at Hoover dam would be cut at least 25 per cent, 
according to Northcutt Ely, special counsel for a group of in- 
terested organizations. These projects, sought by Utah, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and New Mexico, would decrease the Colo- 
rado river water supply by 25 per cent, 

It would take years to jill the Proposed projects and thus 
Lake Mead, behind Hoover dam, would be lowered very, 
very considerably. 

All of the local area is within the Metropolitan Water 
District. Therefore, any appreciable reduction of the Colorado 
river flow would directly affect the local water supply and 
the power production at Hoover Dam. It behooves all local 
People to follow closely the proceedings in Congress concern- 
ing the Colorado river flow, This stream has been the battle- 
ground in many legislative skirmishes but the current move- 
ment is reported to be supported widely.

Why Not Civilian “Car Tapers?” 


A new way of checking automobiles, parked too long, is 
being tried in one community. That is, instead of having 
a highly trained, big policeman walking along the street mark- 
ing each car with a crayon, a civilian is employed at less 
salary on a part time basis, 

While Upland’s downtown traffic is not “checked” by po- 
licemen every day, theye may be some logic in giving this 
work to a civilian and thus permit uniformed officers to be 
about more serious business in slowing down speeders and 
in checking more serious law violators.
